Applicants reserve the right to file one or more divisional applications 
directed to the subject matter of Groups I, HI, IV and V. Applicants further elect the species of 
DNA molecule as the bioactive agent 



REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 
Claims 1-46 are pending in the application. By this Response, Applicants have elected 
claims 14-27 for prosecution. Applicants understand that the Examiner will withdraw claims 1- 
13 and 28-46 from consideration. No amendments are made to the claims in this Response; thus, 
no Listing of Claims is required or included. 



Applicants elect Group n, drawn to a poly (amino ester). Applicants assume that the 
Examiner intended Group II to encompass claims 14-27 (rather than 13-27 as indicated in the 
Office action), as claim 14 is an independent claim directed to a poly (amino ester) and claim 13 
is a method claim that is ultimately dependent on claim 1. 
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Applicants further elect the species of bioactive agent that is a DNA molecule. 
Applicants have noted the Examiner's comment that upon allowance of a generic claim 
Applicant will be entitled to consideration of claims to additional species which are written in 
dependent form or otherwise include all the limitations of an allowed generic claim.

Otherwise, the present 
application is ready for substantive examination, and such action is requested.
